Judge Tells Association Bar 
Must Hold Confidence of 
the People. 


(EXCLOSIVE DISPATCH.) 
RIVERSIDE, Oct. 21.—That the 
lawyer should be a leader in helping 


Owing to his relation to society and 
the State, was the declaration of 
United States Cirevit Judge William 
H. Hunt, in an address before the 
State Bar Association here today. 

“It avails but Iittle,” said the 
speaker, “for Ahe varioud bar as- 
sociations to gather and hear views 
in criticism of support of statutory 
legisiatign unless the discussions 
are followed not only by united 
effort to extirpate the unwise and 
to preserve the wise, but also to 
prevent the spread of a feeling that 
ours is a profession that falls short 
of its ideals.’ 

Judge Hunt urged that men who 
do not measure up to high standards 
ought not to be included within the 


fession. 

“Within. the profession,” he said, 
“we must hold to the essential that 
the position of a lawyer goes hand 
in hand with a guarantee of a per- 
sonal integrity and responsibility. If 
there members of the bar who 
carry unlawful practices, who 
are unscrupulous or corrupt, who 
willfully mislead or who endeavor 
by any dishonest means to carry on 
unlawful practice, they should be 
subject to discipline by some organ- 
ized body which has been created 
by authority of the State.”
